It All Began with a Borrowed Car 


80 feet in the straights and nearly 100 feet in 
the turns. It had several good racing grooves; 
wheel-to-wheel competition was the rule. It 
was Safe; and it was a spectator's dream 

These days, when stories are told and 
written about the two tracks - the flat mile and 
the banked half - they invariably describe the 
stars and cars of big car racing. (An affection- 
ate misnomer, the title big car was used 
exclusively until about 1960 when sprint car 
or champ dirt car became the common 
nomenclature.) 

Let's advance the time machine to about 
1949 and concentrate on stock car racing for 
a change. 

IMCA (International Motor Contest 
Association) and NASCAR (National 
Association for Stock Car Auto Racing) actu- 
ally got serious about late-model racing in 
1948 as post-war auto production began to 
catch up after a four-year layoff. Gl's fresh out 
of uniform, were ready to buy new cars. They 
were also intrigued by this new form of rac- 
ing. 

Bill France put NASCAR stock cars on an 
ocean-front, sand track near Daytona Beach, 
Florida; while Al Sweeney and Frank Winkley

Before the action begins today, stop for 
just a moment. . . look out across the track, 
the pits, the infield and beyond. 

What you'll see is history . . . 90 years of it 

. enough racing history to last a lifetime. 

If you're sitting down front on the main 
stretch, you can see clearly the finish line 
where literally hundreds of racing immortals - 
from Barney Oldfield to A.J. Foyt - took the 
checkered flag. 

If you're sitting high in the Grandstand you 
can catch a glimpse of the old mile track out 
beyond the parking lot - now a gently curving 
ribbon of asphalt called Randall Avenue. The 
fairs mile - decommissioned in 1939 - was 
regarded throughout the land as one of 
America's fastest, meanest and most chal- 
lenging circuits. 

The half-mile track was widened and 
banked in 1941 to better accommodate the 
increasing speed of race cars; an outside 
concrete barrier was added to improve safety 
and new clay was brought in to improve the 
racing surface. This new oval immediately 
gained a national reputation. It was fast; laps 
under 23 seconds were common. It was wide;

for street stock automobiles - the event was 
short on equipment, a fact that worried racing 
supervisor Frank Winkley so much that he 
decided to add several extra cars to the line- 
up. Two of these added starters were right out 
of the parking lot - Verna Winkley's '48 Kaiser 
and a '47 Ford owned by racing announcer 
Nick Nachicas. 

Verna's instructions to her driver - big car 
chauffeur Tommy Adelman of Minneapolis - 
were "try to go the distance and take it easy 
on my car.” 

Tommy did both. He outlasted the field, 
winning the event in 2 hours, 1-1/2 minutes at 
an average speed of 50 mph - and he put 
nary a scratch on Verna's Kaiser. Following 
Tommy across the line were Bill Harrison, 
Wally Dahl,Chuck Beverlin and Herschel 
Buchanan. We're not sure how Nick's Ford 
finished. 

From this point forward, stock car racing 
would become a regular part of the Minnesota 
State Fair racing scene - as it remains today. 

Professionalism would take hold in the 
new sport with drivers coming from the big car 
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opened an IMCA sedan circuit in the midwest. 
A circuit - with no stars and few cars - going 
places like Topeka and Hutchinson, Kansas; 
Spencer and Cedar Rapids, lowa; Sedalia, 
Missouri and Lincoln, Nebraska. Everywhere 
they ran - in the southeast or the midwest - 
stock cars immediately drew large crowds. 

Meanwhile, the Minnesota State Fair rac- 
ing card was full. Big cars were sharing the 
Grandstand schedule and the track traditional 
horse racing and with Vaudeville, aerial and 
thrill show programs. No room for stock cars. 

In 1949, however, three concurrent events 
changed the Minnesota State Fair forever: 
horse racing was discontinued, stock car rac- 
ing was added to the schedule and Gypsy 
Rose Lee was featured on the Royal 
American midway. 

We do not have an eye-witness report on 
Miss Lee's show. We do have ample evi- 
dence, however, that this first IMCA stock car 
race drew a large crowd and was well 
received. 

Scheduled to go 200 laps or 100 miles - 
which in 1949 was truly a test of endurance 
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and (the big one) the North Star 350 in 1960. 
Now a resident of Blue Earth, Minnesota, 
Sonny's a partner in a new car dealership. 
Morgan would probably have won the 6 
IMCA championship were it not for 
Beauchamp who amassed an amazing string 
of 38 wins (out of 50 starts) that season. He 
followed in '57 with 32 victories (in 53 starts) 
and a second straight title. Beauchamp, from 
Harlan, lowa, was also a State Fair favorite. 
Johnny ventured south in 1959 to try his hand 
in the inaugural Daytona 500. Flashing across

ranks and from modified circuits running in 
Kansas, lowa and Texas. Equipment would 
improve as factory support became available, 
providing heavy-duty racing engines and sus- 
pension parts. 

Eddie Anderson, out of Grinell, lowa, and 
IMCA's first stock car champion, became a 
regular at St. Paul as did Herschel Buchanan, 
a graduate of big cars, who went on to win the 
IMCA stock title in '50 and '51. Herschel who 
made his home in Shreveport, Louisiana, 
became famous for winning with Unique 
equipment including Nash, Lincoln 
and Thunderbird. 

One key ingredient in the populari- 
ty of stock car racing at the Minnesota 
Fair was the consistent, winning per- 
formances of local drivers. Dominic | 
"Shorty" Perlick from Minneapolis, 
who won the IMCA championship in سأ‎ 
1952, along with Wally Dahl, Chuck f 
Magnuson, Russ Lee, Stan Buchta, 
Jim Rehbein and Dick Johnson 
almost always finished in the top ten 
positions. Later it would be Joe 
Dolphy, Buzz McCann, Danny 
Prziborowski, Bruce Sparrman, Norm 
Setran, Bill Oas, Mark Lamoreaux, 
Dick Pellow, Vern Mondry, Dick Stang, 
Bob Jusola, Bud Helm and "Wild Bill" 
Mueller. 

For 24 years through 1972, IMCA | 
would sanction stock car racing at the | 
State Fair - a quarter century of great 
names and great racing. Each fall, 
midwest speed fans would jam into 
the Grandstand to see Don White, 
Ernie Derr, Johnny Beauchamp, 
Ramo Stott, Bob Burdick and Dick 
Hutcherson. 

Among their favorites, a Texas at 
the time, Travis "Sonny" Morgan fin- 
ished second behind IMCA titlist 
Johnny Beauchamp in 1956 at the 
tender age of 22. Sonny broke his 
winning momentum with a two-year 
stint in the Army and then returned to 
finish fifth in national point standings in 
1959. A consistent winner when his 
equipment was up to the test, Morgan 
won a 200-lapper at St. Paul in 1962 
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others came from paved tracks in Wisconsin 
and Michigan. Among this mixed group were 
Dave Marcis, Jim Sauter, Dave Noble, Tom 
Reffner and Ed Howe. In 1968, Dick Trickle 
made his first appearance, and in 1971 Marv 
Marzofka dominated the schedule. 

IMCA stock car racing at the Minnesota 
State Fair ended in 1972. The following year 
saw the arrival of NASCAR late-model sports- 
man cars and a whole new group of drivers 
and cars. 

Joining the Wisconsin contingent in 1974, 
a small but potent group of hot shoes from the 
southeast - all having generous experience 
on pavement - began to show their strength. 
Included were Neil Bonnett, Harry Gant, 
Bobby Allison, Jack Ingram, Butch Lindley 
and Buck Simmons. Lindley won the 200-mile 
feature event in '74; Simmons took it in '75. 

It became progressively clear, however, 
that the Wisconsin and Michigan "boys." most 
of whom were now regulars with ASA 
(American Speed Association), could hold 
their own with the NASCAR group. This was 
brought home when Larry Detjens from 
Wausau stepped up to the plate and won the 
400-lapper in 1976. To continue the pattern, 
Ed Howe from Beaverton, Michigan, dominat- 


ed in 1977. 


the finish line less than a fender length ahead 
of NASCAR champion Lee Petty, Beauchamp 
was declared the winner only to have the 
crown taken away the next day. A disputed 
photo showed Petty in the lead at the check- 
er. Not one to argue, Beauchamp accepted 
his demotion to second place even though 
many who witnessed the finish believe to this 
day that he was the actual winner of the first 
Daytona 500. A year later, Beauchamp was 
involved in a serious wreck at Daytona that 
nearly cost him his life. Although he returned 
to IMCA racing in 1961, Johnny never again 
was as successful as before the accident. 

The St. Paul oval was paved in 1964. 

A move praised by some and condemned 
by others, this radical departure altered forev- 
er racing on the half-mile. Speeds became 
much faster, but passing remained fairly easy 
if you knew your way around the course. 
Meanwhile a much higher lever of skill was 
required to be competitive and, at the same 
time, stay within the lines. 

For several years, the established names 
continued to dominate - Derr, Stott and 
Hutcherson kept on winning, but joining the 
mix were new faces with pavement experi- 
ence. Some were from local paved tracks - 
Raceway Park and Elko Speedway - while 
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Out of the short chute and into turn two at St. Paul, Tommy Adelman (15) leads Wally Dahl (55). Both drivers are 
from Minneapolis.

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And so it was that 
a third incarnation 
was visited upon 
State Fair stock car 
fortunes. ASA, a 
strong, progressive 
sanctioning body, 
born in Indiana in 
1967 and operating 
principally in the mid- 
west, was awarded 
three dates at St. Paul 
over the 1978 Labor 
Day weekend. 

From the begin- 
ning, this union of 
equal partners has 
prospered; each year 
it grows stronger. 
Meanwhile, State Fair 
racing fans are the 
winners. Under the 
able supervision of 
Neil Larson, a careful- 
ly structured event, 
contested over 300 
laps and offering prize 
money in excess of 
$100,000, has drawn 
outstanding competi- 
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of showing up repeatedly over 25 years, and 
regardless of affiliation, sanction or home 
base, Dick has had a way of winning at St. 
Paul. Trickle won a 500-lap feature in 1972 
under the IMCA banner, and then came back 
the next season to win another 500-lapper 
under NASCAR. He was a strong competitor 
at Minnesota before moving from Wisconsin 
Rapids to the South to become a regular on 
the NASCAR Winston Cup tour, and he's 
been a winner since, taking feature wins on 
the ASA schedule. He's the fair's all-time 
leading money winner. 

What happens today will soon be a part of 
State Fair racing history. And you can say you 
were there. Let's go racing - on America's 
finest half-mile speedway. 
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tors from across the U.S. and resulted in sen- 
sational racing - the best ever seen on the St. 
Paul oval. Larson, who is from Blue Earth, 
has managed State Fair racing action for 24 
years.

But Miller was back on the point on lap 
121 chased by Bob Senneker, Sperling, Gary 
St. Amant and Joe Nott. 

Miller led until another caution came out 
on lap 131 when Yale Conley spun exiting the 
second corner. Most of the leaders pitted 
again for fresh tires on the left side. 

That put Steve Carlson on the point, fol- 
lowed by Tony Roper, Steve Holzhausen and 
Rick Beebe. 

Carlson stayed in front until lap 161 
when Tony Raines took command, chased by 
Carlson, Nott, Mark Martin and Brad Loney. 

Miller moved back into the lead on lap 
205 when he passed Raines exiting turn 
three with Nott, Martin and Ted Smokstad 
trailing. 

When the final caution flag waved on lap 
243 after Beebe hit the turn one wall, the pit 
strategies came into play. 

Raines, who changed left side tires 
assumed the lead, followed by Carlson, Nott, 
St. Amant and Holzhausen. Smokstad 
rejoined the field in eighth, with Miller in 10th. 

Miller, who was over six seconds behind 
Raines, slowly cut into the lead and by lap 
279 was on the rear bumper of Raines, with 
Smokstad closing in third. 

To the delight of the crowd, Miller made 
the pass on the backstraight on lap 282 and 
with 10 laps remaining, Smokstad moved into

It had been 15 years since Mike Miller 
won an American Speed Association event at 
the Minnesota State Fair, but on Labor Day, 
1996, he used pit strategy to hold off a clos- 
ing Ted Smokstad. 

Miller, driving the AFCO 1000/Car Cop 
Pontiac, started his ACDelco Challenge 
Series career in 1977 in his native state of 
Minnesota. After a 15-year absence, Miller 
rejoined the series after moving to Georgia. 

Prior to the 1996 season, Miller's only 
win came in the 1981 running of the ASA 
Minnesota Fair Race. 

In qualifying, Miller set a new track 
record at 19.961 seconds around the half- 
mile oval at 90.9 miles per hour. He was one 
of 13 drivers to break the existing track record 
set in 1993 by Bob Senneker at 89.899 mph. 

At the start of the 300-lap event, to the 
delight of a near-capacity crowd, Miller 
grabbed the lead and stayed out front until 
pitting on lap 112. That turned the lead over 
to Brandon Sperling for the first time this year. 
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around Mike (Miller)" 

Raines said he should have changed the 
rear tires on the last stop instead of going for 
left side tires. 

“Our car was close today,” Raines said 
after his second consecutive top three finish. 
"Mike (Miller) had an awesome car today. 
Overall our season is good, but we're still 
looking for a win. Until it comes, we'll keep 
chipping away at the points.” 

Engine problems forced Mike Eddy and 
Dick Trickle out of the event. Ken Schrader 
finished seventh after starting sixth and Mark 
Martin drove to a 10th place finish after start- 
ing eighth. 
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Ken Schrader (52), Ted Smokstad (32) and Gary 
St. Amant (7) go door handle to door handle.

Take for instance, high performance engine 
development. The early 1980s, experimental 
years for the V6 engine, found the United 
States in an energy crisis, leaving engine 
developers to believe the V6 could be compet- 
itive and in 1982, the V6 debuted in ASA. 

Utilizing a limited compression (9:1)V6 
engine, just like the ones produced in Detroit, 
the ASA car can operate on unleaded racing 
fuels. Just as leaded fuels are rapidly disap- 
pearing from the corner gas station, the day is 
quickly approaching where leaded fuels will be 
banned. ASA is ready for the future. 

The foundation of the ASA car is based 
upon a mandated common center section, 
frame rails and roll cage, which are sonic test- 
ed and stamped with an ASA serial number 
before distribution. Each team then has the 
option to fabricate its own designed front and 
rear frame sections to ASA rule specifications. 
This allows the team the latitude to design and 
test suspension systems and various compo- 
nent designs. 

Through ASA's efforts, the stabilization of 
rules has minimized rising construction and 
component costs. ASA makes it affordable for 
competitors to share dreams of success, as 
costs to participate in the nationally-televised 
series are approximately $250,000 to 
$300,000 a year (much less than other nation- 
ally-touring series). Since the introduction of 
the new ASA car in 1992, rule changes have 
been kept to a minimum, which the car has 
maintained a stable position in stock car tech- 
nology, having only specified muffler rule 
adjustments. 

ASA has long been an advocate of noise 
reduction. Noise policies are a fact of life, and 
several state-owned facilities already have 
regulations restricting noise pollution. But most 
importantly to ASA, spectator comfort is 
improved through the use of mufflers. 
Nobody's comfortable leaving a motorsports 
event and hearing that ringing "buzz" hours 
after an event. 

Nearly 30 years of innovations and develop- 
ment have made ASA a stable, successful, 
stock car racing organization that has proven it 
is prepared for the future.

The story of the American Speed 
Association is truly a symbol of the "Great 
American Dream," as one family and a team 
of supporters have evolved from the local 
racing scene into a successful nationally-tour- 
ing championship stock car circuit - the 
ACDelco Challenge Series. 

Series founder Rex Robbins' initial dream 
was to own a race track. In the early 1960s 
Robbins owned and sponsored local race 
teams before the opportunity arose in 1968 to 
purchase Sun Valley Speedway (now 
Anderson Speedway) in central Indiana.

Trickle's Popularity Remains At the Fair 


a car and dedicated myself to the sport.” 

It's that dedication that has propelled 
Trickle's career and popularity in both the 
ASA and NASCAR circuits. In his early racing 
days, Trickle competed in snowmobile races 
in the off-season. At age 55, Trickle has won 
more than 1,200 events in auto race competi- 
tions. His success in NASCAR includes the 
1989 Winston Cup Rookie of the Year title, 
NASCAR Open Winner and the 1997 Busch 
Grand National Champion. 

Trickle's success in NASCAR cannot 
overshadow his achievements with the ASA. 
He is a two-time ASA champion, winning the 
series in 1984 and '85 and a nine-time run- 
ner-up in the series. 

“There are a number of qualities that 
make Dick Trickle such a successful driver, 
one of them being a phenomenal talent to 
make the race car handle well," said Neil 
Larson, State Fair auto race superintendent. 
"He's excellent at communicating to the crew 
chief what the car is doing and he has a 
superb knowledge of race cars." 

Trickle's intricate knowledge of race cars 
brought him an offer to test cars for the 
International Race of Champions (IROC) and 
the opportunity to manage his car owner's 
shop, Junie Donlavey. His knowledge and 
experience have also led Trickle to become a

Since the State Fair's first stock car race 
in 1949, hundreds of talented drivers have 
roared through the Minnesota State Fair 
Speedway to the thunder of cheering fans, but 
the Midwest fan favorite still remains Dick 
Trickle. 

Trickle, who lived in Wisconsin Rapids, 
Wisc. for 48 years before moving to North 
Carolina seven years ago, has won over race 
fans at the State Fair and captured the check- 
ered flag six times in the fair's Labor Day auto 
race classic. Trickle won the 150-mile race in 
1972, '73, 82, '87, '91 and '92. He also holds 
the title as the State Fair's all-time leading 
money winner. 

Trickle's legions of fans at the fair and 
throughout the Midwest have been supporting 
him since his dirt-track debut in 1958. 

Trickle became famous in the Midwest 
by racing a few races around the area. 

"| worked hard and came up through the 
ranks," Trickle said. 

Love of racing was instilled early in 
Trickle. When he was only eight years old, a 
neighbor took him and several other kids to 
the races. Trickle was thrilled to attend the 
race and even more excited to visit the cars 
and drivers in the pits after the race. 

"After that day, there was nothing else,"

"Young guys go to him because he's so 
approachable," Larson said. "He has an excel- 
lent influence and input in young driver's car 
setups and driving styles." 

Trickle is particularly proud of several pit 
strategies that he and his crew have initiated 
through the years. One strategy that has 
become commonplace for competitive racing 
is to change three tires instead of two, which 
allowed Trickle to beat everyone out of the 
pits. 

"| always race the best | can," Trickle 
said. "But a lot of it comes down to pit strategy 
and how your car handles." 

Trickle's influence has also been felt 
through the years at the State Fair Speedway. 

"When he originally came here the track 
had just been paved," said Mike Heffron, gen- 
eral manager of the fair from 1977 to 1996. 
"He brought with him a large group of 
Wisconsin and Michigan drivers who used to 
only drive on dirt tracks." 

While his influence has been felt for 
many years in many arenas, Dick Trickle's 
presence at the State Fair Speedway remains 
to be a magnetic draw for fans and drivers 
alike. Trickle has no plans to retire in the near 
future, which is good news for race fans in the 
Midwest and especially at the State Fair. 

"| have a lot of good memories from the 
Minnesota State Fair," Trickle said. "Every 
time | go there | appreciate the facility and the 
fans, and I'm always proud to get up there and 
ring that bell."
